STATEMENT OF FACTS 

I am a patent attorney for the law firm of Wood, Herron & Evans, LLP. On, or 
about, June 15, 2004, 1 began corresponding with Bogdan Radu to enable me to prepare the 
above referenced and now filed U.S. patent application. At that time, Mr. Radu was an employee 
of Lear Corporation and understood to be a joint inventor of the application, along with John D. 
Youngs and James Gregory. 

After preparation and completion of a draft of the U.S. patent application, a copy 
of the same and a Declaration were forwarded via e-mail to Mr. Radu on July 24, 2004 with a 
request that he review the application and sign the Declaration if revisions were unnecessary. A 
copy of this request is attached as Exhibit A. Revisions to this initial draft were made based 
upon comments received from the inventors, including Mr. Radu.

After the final version of the application was forwarded on August 6, 
2004, numerous telephone conversations took place between Mr. Radu and me on, or about, 
August 9 th , 1 1 th , and 19 th , 2004 wherein one or more discussions regarding the execution of the 
Declaration took place. On August 18, 2004, an executed Declaration was obtained from joint 
inventors John D. Youngs and James Gregory. A copy of their executed Declaration is attached 
hereto as Exhibit D. On August 19, 2004, a letter from Mr. Radu's newly hired counsel, Karen 
Smith Kienbaum, was received as an attachment to an e-mail, stating that all contact with Mr. 
Radu be ceased. A copy of this correspondence is attached as Exhibit E. 

Shortly thereafter, the U.S. application was filed with the U.S. Patent 
& Trademark Office on August 25, 2004 along with the Declaration of Exhibit D unsigned by 
Mr. Radu. 

Most recently, another copy of the patent application and a Declaration were 
forwarded along with a letter to Mr. Radu's counsel on October 12, 2004, again requesting 
execution of the Declaration by Bogdan Radu.
